Kaber Saturday was found guilty o 
first degree murder in connection with 
the killing of her husband, Daniel F 
Kaber, by a jury in common pleas 
court here. The jury recommended 
mercy. The penalty is life imprison 
ment. 


Mrs. Kaber was immediately sen 


tenced to Marysville reformatory for 
women for life. 


Mrs. Kaber took the sentence very 


calmly, never saying a word. She was 
carried out of the court room in the 
arms of a deputy sheriff. 


Although the jury reached its ver 


diet shortly before 9 o'clock Saturday 
aiornlng, it was not until 10:34 a. m 
that they were able to render it in the 
court room. This was because Mrs 
Kaber collapsed when deputy sheriffs 
went to the county jail to bring her 
into the court room. 


The jury started its deliberations ai 


7 p. m. Friday night: Shortly after ten 
o'clock they were locked up for the 
night when the foreman reported they 
had reached no verdict. 


Wanted Death Verdict 


At that time it was reported that 


ten jurors stood for the death chair, 
while two were holding out for mercy 


The jury resumed deliberations at 


eight o'clock Saturday morning. 


Mrs. Kaber, pale and haggard as the 


result of her collapses during the per- 
iod of her trial, was carried into court 
and propped up in .a chair. 


She sat motionless as the foreman 


read the verdict of Jhe jury. 


Judge 
Bernon 
immediately 
sen 


tenced her to life imprisonment and 
she was carried out of the room and 
back to the jail in the arms of a 
deputy sheriff. 


Stabbed 24 Times 


Dan Kaber was stabbed 24 times a: 


he lay paralyzed .in his bed a.t his 
Lakewood, Ohio, . home the night of 
July 18,- -1919. 


The evidence at the time of the mur- 


der wan Insufficient to warrant an in- 
dictment. Moses Kaber. father of the 
murdered publisher, hired private de- 
tectives who shadowed Mrs. Kaber. 
Enough evidence had been collected 
early this year to warrant placing the 
matter in the hands of county offici 
als. 


Indictment of six people on charges 


of first degree murder and the arrest 
of five of them followed in quick sue 
cession. 


Besides Mrs. Kaber those indicted 


were her mother, Mrs. Mary A. Brick 
el, Miss Marian McArdle, daughter of 
Mrs. Kaber by a former marriage. 
Mra. Emma Colavito, mid-wife, charg- 
ed with supplying arsenic found in 
Kaber's stomach and hiring the actual 
assassins, Sam Cala and Vittore Pis 
sclli, alleged to be the hired assassins. 
Pisselli is still at liberty.

here. 


"It has always been the supreme as- 


ptrations of tho Japanese government 
and of the people of Japan to contri- 
bute to the enduring peace of the 
world and the common welfare of 
mankind," said the announcement. 


"Any scheme or undertaking, there- 


fore, which aims at these high ideals 
should be especially welcome to them. 
Accordingly, the Japanese govern- 
ment made a reply to the United 
States on July 13, through the Ameri- 
can charge d'affaires, in which they 
declared their Intention gladly to ac- 
cept an invitation from the United 
States to participate in a conference 
of five powers looking to a discussion 
of the question of armament. 


"As for a discussion by the proposed 


conference of Pacific and other Far 
Eastern problems, the Japanese gov- 
ernment, considering It more expedi- 
ent for tho purpose of facilitating and 
attainment of the object of the confer- 
ence that tho character and the scope 
of these problems should first be de- 
fined before they expressed their 
views in this respect, requested the 
United States government to inform 
them of the views it may entertain on 
that phase of tho matter."

WHAT THE CONFERENCE MEANS 
In round figures the navy of the United 


States will cost the American people in 
1921 the sum of $500.000.000. Great 
Britain's navy will cost $442.000.000. 
Japan's $250.000.000. France's $175.- 
000.000. Italy's $73.000.000. Naval 
expenditures in this country for the cur- 
rent year would build several Panama 
canals. They would build sixty Brooklyn 
bridges. They would more than pay the 
running expenses of the public schools in 
the United States. They would pay for 
the construction of something like 20,000 
miles of concrete road. If they were saved 
and applied against taxation, they would 
reduce federal taxes probably 60 per cent. 


These figures illustrate the burdens the 


great nations in the world stand to have 
lifted through the international confer- 
ence which President Harding is to call 
in an attempt to rea-ch an agreement for 
the limitation of armaments. The presi- 
dent's invitation has not been formally is- 
sued, but. will follow the informal ex- 
changes now taking place. His proposal 
has had such hearty approval by Great 
Britain. France. Italy and Japan that the 
meeting is now assured, and the next steps 
taken will be of a formal and 
official 


character. 


President Harding will insist upon hold- 


ing the conference in Washington, which 
is unquestionably wher* it should be held. 
It is important that consideration of a mat- 
ter of such great importance should take 
place in an atmosphere favorable to the 
ends sought. The representatives of the 
European powers and of Japan will be far 
removed from the scenes of their special 
interests, policies, suspicions and fears. 
-They can discuss a proposition of this kind 
on its merits with much greater freedom 
in America and under American initia- 
tive than anywhere else or under any oth- 
er circumstances. There is a further reas- 
on why the conference should be held in 
the United States and that is to disabuse 
the minds of foreign statesmen, govern- 
ments and peoples vof the idea that this 
country has divorced itself from world 
problems and is bent upon a policy of 
isolation. 


Certain irreconcilable senators, who re- 


fuse to be pleased with anything the ad- 
ministration does, criticise the president's 
course because France and Italy have been 
included and because it is proposed to dis- 
cuss the question of policy in the Pacfiic 
as well as armament limitations. This is 
a, narrow iand prejudiced view, quite of the 
same character as that which marked the 
senatorial opposition to the League of Na- 
tions and the Versailles treaty. So far as 
France and Italy are concerned, while they 
have not, the same interests in naval aspects 


, of disarmaments as the other three powers, 


they are great military nations and their 
participation in the conference will add 
to its importance and prestige. Either of „ 
these nations is quite a,s likely to furnish 
the moral leadership necessary to the suc- 
cess of the great enterprise as is Ameri- 
ca, Great Britain or Japan. 


A? to the wisdom of including a discus- 


sion of policies in the Pacific, the critics of 
the administration have no ground to stand 
on. That is the one thing that must be 
discussed and decided if the conference is 
to have any real results. The mad race for 
naval superiority is largely due to fears 
and suspicions in America. Great Britain 
and Japan regarding policies in the Paci- 
fic. Once these fears and suspicions are 
removed, and in the only way they can 
be removed, 
by frank 
discussion, the 


greatest obstacle to an agreement for the 
limitation of naval armaments will have 
been overcome. By including the Pacific 
questions in the conference, the president 
has taken tfre direct route to the very heart 
of the disarmament proposition. Finally, 
this conference will determine for many 
years to come the relations between Great 
Britain, Japan and the United States. It 
may result, in bringing them into accord 
and thus uniting them as the greatest of 
all international forces for the preserva- 
tion of peace. 


BIGHT FOR PEACE 


Eamcvnn DeValera. leader & the Irish 


rebellion, is known as "President of the 
Irish Republic." Technically he is guil- 
ty of the greatest treason conceivable 
against the imperial government. It is one 
of the most notable incidents of history, 
characteristic of advancing civilization, 
that this man is now in London in friend- 
ly conference with the prune minister of 
Great Britain to arrange the details of a 
formal conference for the settlement of 
peace with Ireland and the empire. This 
man. who is at war with the ruling govern- 
ment of his nation and who has attempted 
secession, sits with Lloyd George at tea in 
his social residence and meets with him 
in Downing street to discuss affairs of 
state. 


The circumstances of this remarkable 


conference in themselves explain DeVale- 
ra's comment after the first meeting with 
Lloyd George that ''the outlook is bright- 
er than it ever was in history. I am sure 
that the atmosphere in England and Ire- 
land is right for peace. The only thing 
that is necessary now is for us to get down 
to rock bottom." This statement speaLs 
for itself. It needs nothing to be added 
in the way of speculation by a world tense 
in waiting for actual realization of this 
good augury of peace.

THE DRAWBACKS OF A VACATION (2). 


The annual vacation Is a great strain on the en- 


durance of the average vacationist. We ought to 
be-in several weeks in advance of our annual vaca- 
tion training for the event. It is a pretty serious 
thing to jump suddenly from a life of indolence and 
soft luxury and softer food and still softer muscles 
to a life of activity and tough edges and tough 
food and great muscular exertion. 
Trouble with 


the vacation habit is that the people who need it the 
least have it the worst. I mean people like you and 
me who never work but just use their wits to live 
by 
Now a three weeks' vacation every year Is a 


fine thins for a policeman—if he knows enough to 
go and sit doxvn somewhere—or for a mail carrier, 
if he i" similarly endowed—or for a housekeeper if 
she knows enough to get out and walk about twelve 
or fifteen miles a day. or for a school teacher if she 
is similarly endowed. But for us work-dodging spe- 
cialists a vacation is pretty sure to prove a. handi- 
cap—unless we know enough to spend the vacation 
sawing wood or raking hay or otherwise striving 
to restore the function of those muscles we hate to 
use in our regular jobs. 
The cheery hum of the mosftuito lulling the dog- 


tired vacationist to sleep, the monotonous crick of 
the cricket, the hoarse squawk of the night hawk 
patrolling the zenith and the musical honk of the 
flivvers that pass in the night all combine to im- 
prove sleep when the three weeks' strain is over. 


Mosquitoes bite harder and deeper along the outer 


or southern rim of Cape Cod than anywhere else in 
the world, with those on the New Jersey flats a good 
second and the North Woods breed holding third 
place. Ordinary porch or dooryard mosquitoes mere- 
Iv nibble in a. lackadaisical manner, just enough to 
belie the resident who assures the visitor that there 
are no mosquitoes in the neighborhood. The males 
are strict vegetarians, but the females crave blood 
which favors the full development of their eggs. Of 
course mosquitoes cannot breed in bushes or damp 
grass or weeds, though they may hide and rest 
there; they must have stagnant water to breed in, 
be it only an old tomato can or the footprint of a 
cow or horse in a field or a choked roof gutter filled 
with water. They will breed in the margins of run- 
n:ng streams or lakes if the weeds choke the mar- 
gins so that fish cannot reach the larvae and devour 
them. The larvae or "wiggletails" hatch from the 
eggs laid in the water in two or three days, and are 
fue air breathers able to leave the surface only a 
few moments at a time. In a week the larvae or 
wiggletails are transformed into comma-shaped crea- 
tures called pupae, also air breathers, and after two 
or three more days the pupae become winged mos- 
quitoes. Thus about ten days IB enough time for 
mosquitoes to breed If water is permitted to stand 
unscreened or unoiled for ten days. Unless blown by 
winds or carried in conveyances mosquitoes almost 
never travel more than half a mile from their breed-

Houdon's statue has be- 
come the accepted likeness of the 
Father of His Country as he really 
was. 
That Houdon's Washington Is a 


piece of authentic realism there can 
be no doubt. 
Houdon, painter to 


kings, came from France to spend 
two weeks at Mt. Vernon studying 
his subject. At this time, Washing- 
ton allowed the sculptor to make a 
mask of his face, head, and chest, and 
from the mask Iloudon modeled his 
statue that was to make it impossible 
for later generations of sculptors to 
speculate as to the length of the first 
President's nose or the set of his 5aw. 
Painters may make portraits of Wash- 
ington so different in expression and 
feature that we can scarcely imagine 
the same man as the subject of all 
of them, but Houdon's mask is Wash- 
ington. 


A mask, it is true, does not show 


the face in any animated expression. 
It must necessarily be a face in abso- 
lute repose. For this reason, some 
artists have claimed that the best 
paintings of Washington and other 
heroes come nearer to creating a true 
impression of the man as he actually 
loked than statues made from masks. 
On this connoisseurs differ. The statue 
Of Houdon shows Washington strong 
and dignified of face as he must often 
have looked at the age of 54, after 
he had weathered the battles of the 
Revolution. 


Masks in the Making. 


The stories of Houdon's visit do not 


show how he persuaded Washington 
to allow a mask to be made. It is well 
known that a year or two before, 
Joseph Wright, a young American 
artist, had painted Washington and 
then received permission to make a 
life mask. This is always a trying 
operation. The subject's hair must be 
oiled to keep the plaster from stick- 
ing, 
and silk thread placed on the 


face so that it can be pulled at the 
right moment to brcftk the oast. Ar- 
rangements must be made for breath- 
ing. 
And then the plaster must be 


laid on the features until the face Is 
entirely covered and the plaster har- 
dens in the mold. 


All the preliminaries, the ^young 


artist managed successfully. - But 
w'hen it came to removing the cast, he 
was nervous. 
He was aware, no 


doubt, that his distinguished sitter 
must be uncomfortable beneath the 
stiffening weight of plaster, and with 
scant opportunity to breathe. At any 
rate, he removed the mask too soon 
and it broke in a number of frag- 
ments too small to be of any use. 
Washington is said to have been so 
annoyed that the work had gone for 
nothing that he vowed—one historian 
says profanely—that never would he 
have another mask made. Yet Hou- 
don overcome this antipathy, and his 
mask was perfect. 


Washington's greatness was appre- 


ciated by his contemporaries, 
and 


even 
before he became president 


statues of him were being urged. 
The Houdon statue was approved by a 
Resolution of the Assembly of the 
State of Virginia in 1784. The state 
wished to honor its most illustrious 
citizen, and also it wanted a perma- 
nent souvenir of him. Jefferson, who 
was in France, was asked to commis- 
sion the best "statuary" in Europe to 
preserve the face of the General. He

chose Houdon. 


It is sa;d that the French sculptor 


was eager to make also an equestrian 
statue of Washington which was 


urged as » national monument to be 
placed In "the residence of Congress. 
Plans for thl» were delayed, mod Hou- 
don never made the national monu- 
ment to the first President. 
Immediately after Washington died. 


Congress planned a monument for the 
rotunda of the Capitol and passed a 
resolution to ask Mrs. Washington If 
the body of the former President 
might He In the circular hall beneath 
the rotunda. Mrs. Washington an- 
swered, giving her permission. 
It 


was fitting, Congress felt, that the 
Father of Hl» Country should lie 
in the center of th« Capitol, at the 
exact spot which L'Enfant 
had 


marked as the center of the city. It 
was also thought fitting that a monu- 
ment should be placed over the tomb. 
But correspondence, plans, and com- 
mittee meetings went on for 82 years 
without anything being done. ^ 


Then, the proprietor of Mt. \ ernon, 


John Washington, refused consent to 
the removal of Washington to the 
Capitol, and the incident was regard- 
ed as closed. Plans for the monument, 
however, were spurred up by his re- 
fusal. An American sculptor named 
Horatio Greenough was commlssic/netl 
almost immediately to "execute in 
marble a full length pedestrian statue 
of Washington to be placed in the 
center of the rotundo of the Capitol, 
me head to be a copy of Houdon's 
Washington and the accessories left 
to the judgment of the artist." 


Washington in Roman Dress. 


Greenough proceeded to create the 


most argued over statue of Washing- 
ton that has ever been produced. Of 
the ffcatures there was no criticism. 
But Greenough chose to represent the 
statesman Washington^ rather than 
the soldier, and he dressed the figure 
in a toga, a la Julius Caesar. The 
figure was represented sitting, with 
the waist practically bare, and with a 
dupery covering the lower part of 
the body thrown over one upraised 
arm. This conception led to endless 
discussions, jokes, and even to indig- 
nation. 


Greenough scoffed at people who 


could not appreciate the poetic or ar- 
tistic in sculpture and who were ap- 
palled by a statue without a shirt. 
But the weight of public -opinion 
seemed to be against him. 


Long before, when Houdon was 


working on his statue, Jefferson had 
written to Washington asking in what 
costume he would like the statue to 
>e made. 
And Washington had an- 


wered in the formal letter style of 
he time that he was satisfied with 
vhatever might be Judged proper, 
ut that "perhaps a servile adherence 
o the garb of antiquity might not 
e alt6gether so expedient as some 
ittle in favor of the modern cos- 
umes." 


Jefferson agreed with him and re- 


.lied: "I think a modern in an antique 
dress as just an object of ridicule as 


Hercules or Marius with a periwig 


or chapeau bras." 


After this correspondence. Washins- 


,on was represented by Houdon in the 
continental uniform which, he wore as 
Commander-in-Chief. 


Washington's dislike of the Roman 
oga on moderns was held up to 
Jreenough's discomfiture. The statue 
had almost a tragic career. 
The 


career 
had started 
inauspiciously 


when the 21-ton statue could not be 


ot aboard a. warship to bring it from 


Italy to the United States without 
damage to the ship. 
A merchant 


vessel was finally remodeled to accom- 
modate the important cargo and the 
statue was got into the Capitol with 
only a little injury to the doors. 


Then, the light in tWe rotunda was 


not good, and the colossal Washington 
was removed to the east plaza of the 
Capitol. The statue w-as not modeled 
tor outdoor exhibition, and the sculp- 
tor feared exposure to rain and snow 
would cause delicate corners ta split 
off. 
So the figure had to be covered 


in winter byan unsightly wooden hut. 
until finally all controversy was 
closed by removing It to the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 


This has left the Capitol minus its 


monument to the national hero. There 
are two copies of Houdon'B /statue In 
the Capitol, and a bronze bust by 
Davjd 
d'Angiers In the rotunda, 


but no great, outstanding statue. The 
rotunda beneath the dome is still 
awaiting the long promised monu- 
ment commemorative of Washington's 
.victories and achievements.
